Directors of the Three-Kyo league

A remarkable amount of skill and 


fine workmanship Is needed to turn

various steps in the manufacture of 
a first class baseball are briefly as 
follows: 


It is first a solid ball of Para rub- 


ber Just an Inch through. 
The ball 


Is* placed in a machine by a boy tender 
and is automatically wound with 
a 


strong, pure ivoolen yarn. 
The wind- 


Ing fa done with an evenness tnat no 
human finger could equal, and the 
thick, blue mixed wool forms a per- 
fectly uniform coveilng- for the core. 


The layer Is made Just half an Inch 


thick. When the right amount of yarn 
has been wound on It. the machine 
•tops automatically, the 
ball 
now 


two Inches thick, is removed and an- 
other core set. 


The partly finished balls are next 


dipped; that is they are dipped into a 
transparent fluid called "plaster com- 
position," which is really a kind of 
cement. 
This fluid Is very adhesive, 


and when it enters the wool covering 
there is a solidification that prevents 
the ball from ever being knocked out 
of shape. 
So certain Is this. In fact 


that the company guarantees to re- 
place all balls that are so injured. 


The balls are next wound again— 


this time with a certain thickness of 
three-ply *hlte yarn. This Is covereed 
with a three-ply blue until 
It 
has 


reached the required size of nine inch- 
es In circumference. 
All of

•winding processes have been automat- 
ic, and the balls appear of exactly the 
" -*ne size and weight. But no chances

The balls are placed for covering in 


dampen* of wood, and the covers are 
fastened first with brass* staples and 
then with strong cotton thread of the 
best quality. 
It takes about 15 min- 


utes to sew n cover on the ball. This 
requires considerable muscle and only 
men are employed on the work.

Tricky ball players, such as Mine 


Kelly, Buck Ewing, Arlle Latham and 
other stars, who have passed from the 
public view, used to be, are seldom 
seen tn the big leagues 
nowadays. 


The players of modern times aeem to 
lack the individuality of the stars of 
years gone by, probably because the 
magnates occupy too much of tne pub- 
lie eye. Old-timers who still go to 
ball games Insist that the players do 
not come up to the standard of 15 
years ago and that there \\111 never 
again be such a galaxy of stars to hold 
popular favor as that which made 
the brotherhood of 1890 possible. 


Mllce Kelly was the pioneer in tricky 


ball playing. 
As a member of the 


Chicago team, back In the 
eighties, 


Kelly rlectrltlcrl the baseball world one 
rlay by cutting across the diamond, 


and scoring? a deciding run while tne 
umpire was down near 
first 
base 


watching a close play. 
Nobody but 


Kelly in those days 
would 
have 


thought of such a thing, and because 
of this trick he immediately became 


player 
In 


avoiding third base by several yards 


the most-talked-of ball 
America. 


No matter what Kelly did. the spec- 


tators and the opposing players were 
always on the lookout for a trick of 
some kind. 
If he took off his shoe 


and rubbed his ankle after reaching 
first base, he was sure to steal sec- 
second the next moment. 
If he stood 


motionless at the plate and allowed 
the umpire to call two strikes on 
him without making an attempt to hit 
the ball. Kelly was almost sure to 
make a base hit. 


When he put on the mask to catch 


he was the first backstop to invent a 
"fake passed ball." 
He would pur- 


posely allow the ball to roll through 
his legs a yard or two so that a base 
runner would take ground off the bag. 
Then Kelly would hustle after the ball, 
throw it swiftly to the baseman and 
Invariably nail the runner. 
He was 


the first catcher to hide the ball under 
his arm and then as ' the 
pitcher 


assumed his usual attitude In the box

One of the last of Kelly's tricks was 


seen In this city In a New York-Bos- 
ton game near the close of the season 
of 1889. 
Buck Ewingr, also a well-

New Yorks needed a run to tie the 
score and the man on first started to 
steal.

GERMANY ON THE OCEAN. 


mportant Enough to Suggest Build- 


ing Up Our Own Navy Quickly. 


From a nation conspicuously weak 
omrnertially and in her naval equip- 
nent Germany has arisen with won- 
erl'ul rapidity to a strong position 
niong the maritime powers, both in 
er merchant, marine and in her war 
raft. 
In the former especially she 


has achieved almost phenomenal suc- 
cess considering her natural resources. 
For Germany is not, geographically, 
In the strict sense of the word, a "mar- 
itime" country. The waters lying to the 
north oC her are practically ari inland 
sea. Her traditions are not nautical 
nor have the tastes of her people eve 
embraced that strong love of the sea 
which has characterized the Briton 
the Scandinavian and the Yankee. Th 
fact is that the Germans, less 
than 


half a century ago, simply determined 
that they would win a commanding 
position on the ocean—and they hav 
done it well and speedily. 


Thirty years ago there were only 


seven shipyards within the territory of 
the kaiser. 
ToJay there are more 


than sixty. On tho Weser alone, 
be- 


tween Bremen and Bremerhaven, there 
are five concerns, all of which have 
recently declared dividends raiding 
around 12 per cent. 
One of them,

only 3,750,000 marks 


(.$SD^,000), turns out all sorts of craft 
'rom a barge to a government cruiser, 
ias two floating dry docks in which 
.here were overhauled ninety-six large

uentury, Germany has outstripped the 
British in sea craft, the record-break- 
ng of the Kaiser Wilhelrh der Grosse 
alone need be cited.

many to step, in one long stride, from 
naval weakness to naval power." 


We have both the skill and enter- 


prise here, but our congress persists 
in keeping our shipbuilders hopelessly 
handicapped.—New York Commercial.

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EGGS IN GOOD DISHES. 


Numerous Waya in Which They Can 


be Prepared. 


. The following are the ways in which 
eggs can be Hxed 
up in palatable 


dlohes: 


Egg* • la Suitse. 


Spread the bottom of a flat earthen 


baking dis,h with a laige Ublespoonful 
of butter broken into bits; cover with 
u layer of grated cheese, making 
it 


perfectly level; then break over it five 
or six fresh eggs, being careful to keep 
them whole. 
Dust lightly with salt 


and pepper and sprinkle a thick layer 
of cheese over the top. Set the eggs in 
a. moderately hot oven for fifteen min- 
utes. 


Eggs en Fromage. 


Melt a tablespoonful of butter in a 


SHUcepan or in your chafing dish, add 
a scant cup of grated rich cheese mix- 
ed with six slightly beaten eggs and 
stir constantly until the mixture is 
creamy and smooth. Season to taste 
with salt and paprica and immediate- 
ly turn out on toast that has been 
softened vith milk and butter mixed. 


Fricasseed Eggs. 


Hard-boil as many eggs as are re- 


quired; remove the shells and cut the 
eggs in half, crosswise and carefully 
take out the yolks. Mash these to a 
paste with a little finely minced ham 
or cold fowl, season to taste with salt 
and pepper, und to six egg yolks allow 
a tablespoonful of minced parsley, one 
teaspoonful melted butter and made 
mustard to taste, about a Saltspoonful. 
When well mixed fill the whites with 
it, first having cut oft a slice from each 
end so the "oups will stand on enj." 
Heat a cup of veal or chicken broth, 
season with -salt and pepper and tea- 
spoonful of parsley; add three table- 
spoonfuls of cream mixed with a level 
teaspoonful of cornstarch; let boil up 
find then pour over the eggs. Cover 
ilosely and set 
in the oven for five 


minutes; then send to table. 


Eggs a la Milanese. 


Cold mashed potatoes may be used 


for this dish and made to serve for 


eggs resemble soft 
poached; then 


serve at once. 


A Cuban Delicacy. 


Heat an earthen dish or casserole 


over a moderate flre; drop in a piece 
of butter the size oC an egg; add 
a 


small onion minced fine, half a tea- 
spoonful of salt, dash of pepper, a 
teaspoonful minced parsley and a tea- 
spoonful of minced chili or a table- 
spoonful of swept pepper. Into this 
break carefully MX eggs; as soon as 
they begin to set turn with great caie 
so as not to break the yolks. When 
done serve from same dish. This may 
be made in the chafing dish, especially 
if you have one with a porcelain pan 
similar to a casserole ilish.
